ment he was doing so with the intention 
of fortifying his position in selecting his 
law partner. 


Of course Mr. Gittings' friends do not. 


admit that this disposes of the matter, 
and that as a representative of the domi- 
nant faction in state politics Mr. Gittings 
1ms the support of the whole administra- 
tion, and that Mr. Cooper dare not turn 
him down, lest he provoke their displeas- 
ure and they unite to secure his over- 
throw. 


A LITTLE NERVE NEEDED. 


Congressman Cooper when seen Wed- 


nesday said he was sick of the whole 
postoffice business, especially the condi- 
tions at Racine and Beloit. In the opin- 
ion of leading republicans he has only 
himself to blame for the bitter strife. If 
Mr. Cooper only had the nerve to make 
his announcements instead of virtually 
encouraging candidates to aspire for the 
postoffices he would~avoid a. whole lot 
of trouble for himself, and for the aspir- 
ants. 


The question of nationality, the lines 


drawn between the Welsh and Danes has 
so complicated matters that if he ap- 
points a candidate of one nationality ho 
offends every one of the other national- 
ity in the city and thus makes his posi- 
tion the more precarious, for he is bound 
to have a fight on his hands for the re- 
nomination next year. If not Jeffris it 
will be someone else. 


ANENT APPOINTMENT TIME. 


Mr. Coper's dilatory tactics are too 


well known to require any 
comment. 


When he returned from the Philippines 
and the applicants for the position began 
to get busy, and to send in their friends 
to see the congressman it was stated that 
the appointment would surely be made 
within a short time, later when tie 
appointment failed to materialize it was 
given out authoritatively that the 
ap- 


pointment would be announced by Nov. 
26th, or at the very latest before Mr. 
Cooper went to Washington. 
Knowing 


ones who arc conversant with the unset- 
tled state of the congressman's mind on 
the question were willing to wager any 
money that the appointment would not 
be made until the last minute. 


CITIZENS ONLY ASK DECISION. 
In the meantime leading citizens have 


been besieged by the applicants to go 
acd make their obesiances before the con- 
gressman, and to implore him to select 
this or that man for the place. It is pos- 
sible that Mr. Cooper likes all this'adu- 
lation, and that his oriental trip has giv- 
en him a taste for a lot of salaaming, but 
the people of Racine are mighty tired of 
it, and wish he would get off the throne 
long enough to pick out a postmaster. 
And what is true of Eacine is true in 
Beloit, and will be true in .Tanesville be- 
fore the. thing is over with. 


SENATORSHIP A FACTOR. 


It looks now as though Mr. Cooper wns 


waiting to sec what turned up at the 
special session of the legislature, think- 
ing perhaps that developments 
there 


might have a bearing on his course with 
reference to postoffice appointments. If 
{rovernor La Toilette resigns -the sena- 
torship he may need tne aid oi Mr. Git- 
tings to go after the senatorahip for 
Cooper, If he docsa't why lie won't 


need Gittings and can follow his evident 
inclination to name Nelson. 


A HARD RUST AHEAD. 


Whichever way the matter goes, it is 


not likely that the case of Mr. Cooper 
will be materially helped, for the outlook 
is that Mr. Cooper will have the hard- 
est run for his money to hold the job 
another term. 


When<he has completed this term, Con- 


gressman Cooper will have served the 
first district fourteen years, and no con- 
gressman in Wisconsin ever held office 
longer than that. They are going to re- 
tire Babcock out in the Third district 
this time after fourteen years service, 
and there may have ben many men in the 
First district making eyes at the place, 
and the chances for some aspirant to get 
after the place was never brighter than 
this year. The catering to one faction or 
the other, to this nationality or the other 
in Racine will not prevent a hard fought 
battle for the nomination, and if Cooper 
is to hold down the job it will require 
every force he can control to keep the 
place from going to another.

CONSCIOUS AFTER HEAVY BLOW 


Louis Oestrlcb Kctalned Senses Although 


Ftioe Was ]Ma*hed to Fnlp. 


Thanksgiving afternoon Coroner Hoyle 


held an inquest to inquire into the man- 
ner in which Louis Oestrich of Racino 
street, killed in the blacksmith shop of 
the American Skein & Foundry Co., at 
Lakeside, came to his d«th. 


The evidence proved that Jlr. Oestrich 


was engfig-ed operating a drop hammer, 
not a trip hammer as stated. He was ad- 
justing the dies of the machine, when 
his knee accidentally came in 
contact 


with the lever used for starting and stop- 
ping the machine. It caused the hammer, 
weighing fully 700 pounds, to drop. It 
struck him on the head and forced his 
face against the dies. 


Fellow workmen immdciately assisted 


him. 
He was conscioxis and repeatedly 


asked the men not to lay him down, but 
let him sit up as it did not hurt his head 
so much. The sight was a terrible one, 
as the face of the unfortunate man was 
mashed out o{ almost human rescriib- 
lance. 


After hearing all of the testimony the 


jury rendered the following verdict: 


We the jury find that Louis Oestrich 


came to his death by a drop hammer ac- 
cidentally falling on his head while in 
tho act of placing dies in tlie machine 
at the shop of the American Rkoin i 
Foundry Co., at Lakeside, Racim- Co. 


The jury was composed of B. L. Bull, 


John E. Connolly, Henry Schoon, Roy E. 
Burdick, Charles Cbapek, G. W. Wild. 


The dead man was only 26 years old, 


and he came here from Dundee, 111., near- 
ly five years ago. He was a good and 
steady mn.n and popular with his employ- 
ers and also shopmatcs. They nil speak 
of him in the highest terms. There sur- 
vives him a wife and one little girl about 
4 years old. The funeral will take place 
Saturday morning from the house on Ra- 
cine street and the body will be forward- 
ed to Dundee, for burial.

also to the special needs of his benefic- 
iary. 


It is worth while considering one form 


of policy which the public has not favor- 
ed, but wbieli some of the greatest in- 
surance actuaries have t-hosoii as the 
only one for their own uses. Suppose n 
timn wants to protect his wife's future 
iu case of his death, or tn provide u fuml 
for the. education of his child, and that 
is all he does want, no more and no less, 
ite ean tiiUi1 a policy w>th an annual lev- 
el premium for life, in \\hirli it: is provid- 


.'<! that if the beueliciary ho names in 
the polit-v is living at the time of bis 
death t l n t t benelieiary gets either a lump 
sum of a life annuity. 
I f . however, that 


benoliciiiry dies, at any time, the policy 
at. once terminates. The contract is lln- 
islu-d, and there is no remainder of intcr- 
osl 
for any other heirs nf the policy 


holder. 


To many meif this looks as though 


they would run the risk of paying out 
their money for nothing. Of course, they 
are wrong. Their premiums are lower 
with this policy than otherwise, and they 
are paying exactly what they are get- 
ting. Indeed, they get more for their 
tnoucy tluui they jet in must 
utUer 


forms of policy, because they do not 
have to contribute so much to the heavy 
insurance management expenses. 


This is only ouc oJ many forms of pol- 


icies, but it is a good policy to keep ill 
mind for the man who wants protection 
for some member or mentbcrs of his fam- 
ily; only that and nothing more. It is ft 
good form of policy to use as a test when

strongly urged by the active agent with 
the fat commission in sight. 


TO PRISON 
FOR 
THEFT 


Chas. dine and Bernard Fletch- 


er Get Two Yeavs lor 


Stealing Geese. 


For breaking into a shed or barn in the 


rear of the Metropolitan hotel and steal- 
ing two live geese, the property of Henry 
Schwabe, and valued at $4, Charles Cline 
and Bernard Fletcher, two soldiers of the 
Spanish-American war, will spend two 
years in the state prison at Waupun. 
They were sentenced at 2:30 this after- 
noon, by Judge Smieding, in the munici- 
pal court, after pleading guilty. 


According to a statement made to tho 


court by District Attorney Gittin.5, it 
was on the afternoon or Nov. 24. that 
Fletcher was meandering north on Col- 
lege avenue. He heard two geese squawk- 
ing in the shed or barn in the rear of the 
hotel. 
He communicated this fact to 


Cline and said they could get the fowls 
and sell them. 


That night they visited the barn, tried 


to get the door open with a spike, failed 
and then used a file. They sold the geese 
to a hotel proprietor. 


Chief of Police Pfister rounded up the 


two men. After having an examination 
before Court Commissioner Wentworth 
on charge of burglary, and being bound 
over they decided to plead guilty. 


BOTH PLEADED GUILTY. 


They both told Judge Smieding that 


they wanted to plead and did so of their 
own free will and accord. Cline was the 
first. He said he was 35 years old. After 
some talking he was sent over for two 
years. 


When Fletcher was arraigned he ad- 


mitted the robbery. 
Ciiief Pfister ad- 


dressed the court and said that Cline lind 
served one term in prison; that since the 
arrest of the two men he ascertained that 
they had entered the Mohr-Jones Hard- 
ware Co., barn and stolen goods and also 
the barn of the Racine Planing Mill Co., 
and stole goods there. 


Then the judge asked Fletcher how old 


he wns and .lie said .'57. Thp sentence was 
two years in the state prison. 


Charles Cline has spcn; two years in 


the prison on a charge of having broken 
into a north side saloon and tapped tho 
till. 


Fletcher had never been .sentenced for 


a crime before. Both of the men went 
to the front with Company F., when tha 
SpanisJi-American war broke out 
and 


stayed with the company until it return- 
ed. The downfall of the two men can bo 
attributed to the excessive use of liquor.

A prominent scientist goes beyond the 


influencing of the earth's surface through 
means of the spots on the sun. and says 
these ?pots have their moot decided ef- 
fect on the interior of the earth, and that 
sun spots have a dee.p connection with 
volcanoes, earthquakes and other • dis- 
turbance* of nature, tlmt the connection

Once it. caught and those 
on the forward end of the boat where it 
landed bepan to hnul it in. but the rocks 
on the bottom cut it in two.

night the officials of the company own- 
Ing the boat advised the crew to give up 
until daylight, naying that the men of 
the forward part were safe enough until 
morning and on the stern end not a sign 
of life had been detected since .shortly 
after >lark. 


When the storm died out somewhat 


this morning, the life saving crew was 
able to hit the boat and the work of 
bringing the crew ashore was begun at 
once. In the forward end of the boat all 
were safe, but in the stern none were 
saved, all having succumbed to the cold 
and drowned,

seven men were brought to shore and 
later eight more.

PASSED FEABPT.T SIGHT. 


The eight on the llataafa'was a fear- 


ful cat! to th« living men,-to sav nothing 
of the terrible torture that must have 
fallen to tiie lot of 
those 
who 
die;!. 


Tucked iu warm beds iu hotels, incinbora 


of the crew tell of what they underwent. 
Charles Byrne, Henry Sauuders and Her- 
bert Emigh made the trip in the after- 
noon fro7n the rear of the boat forward 
across the slippery deck over which great 
waves rolled and tried to break their 
hold. Four tried it, a fireman, name un- 
known, being .another, but he failed and 
retraced his steps now being numbered 
among the lost. This fireman was three 
times washed over the side, but held his 
grip on the rope railing and climbed back, 
only to be defeated in the end. The three 
that made the trip «nd that owe their 
lives to their courage would rush for- 
.ward after each wave and then throw 
themselves on the deck and hang on as 
(mother roller cntne. As they reached the 
forward part their comrades there dragg- 
ed them up on the deec. The poor fel- 
lows on the stem end of the boat had 
little protection. 


HAD TO RELEASE HOLD. 


In the engine house they could find no 


shelter for the waves covered tho deck 
to the height of the ra«. They finally 
climbed up under the shelter of the big 
smokestack, but wet as they were and 
with the biting eold they could not long 
stand the exposure and were last seen 
slipping down the ventilators, apparently 
to find protection, but, in all probability 
going to death liy drowning. 


The fifteen men forward 
first 
took 


shelter in the wheelmen's cabin, but. the 
water soon drove them out and then they 
went to the captain's cabin. The waves 
drove in the windows and doors and a,ll 
night long they daivcrt about the little 
cabin trying to keep warm. Their dan- 
ger from the elements outside was pass- 
ed, but the fight against the cold was a 
bif.tcr one. 


ISONTIRKS s.vvrcn ins SHIP . 


Huge bonfires built on the .shore 
to 


cheer tiie wrrcked Bailors on the steamer 
Mutanfii afforded a beacon by which the 
big package freighter. Oeorge Gould from 
Buffalo and "Krie was able to safely pass 
the piers Inst night.

struck us from the northwest. We tossed 
little until we reached Outer Island, (me 
of the Apostle group. Here we ran >'.nto 
a tremendous sea. tile worst [ have ever 
seen. 
The wind veered lo 
the 
north 


and almost died nwu.v at 2 p. m., yester- 
day. I picked up thr- north shore about 
thirty miles north of Dulutli. and close- 
ly followed the shove, until we entered 
the piers, where a terrible sea was run- 
'uiu;r. We c.ime through, thanks to the 
bonlire on shore, without mishap.

CUT UP BODIES AFTER DEATH . 


Charge Made Atfainat Doctor Who Per* 


frtpinpd tllfirtil Operation. 


BOSTON, Dee. 1.—Testimony that Wm. 


E. Hunt had told her that when any ol 
the patients died he cut up their bodies 
was offered today by Mrs. W. Hcrrison 
Stanford of Philadelphia, who was called 
by the defense in the trial of Dr. Percy 
D. McLeodj in connection with the death 
of Susanna Geary, the Cambridge chorus 
girl. Mrs. Stanford declared that Hunt 
who has pleaded guilty in the present 
case as accessory was known in Philadel- 
phia, as "Dr. Roberts and that he had 
lived in her mother's house for nearly a 
year. 
Witness identified a, picture of 


Mrs. Mary S. Dean, who is wanted as 
the principal in the Geary case as that 
rf the woman who had posed as the wife 
of Hunt in Philadelphia at a time when 
the latter was known as Dr. Richards. 


Dr. McLeod the defendnrtt took 
tho 


stand in his own behalf and made 
a 


sweeping denial of the charges against 
him. He said that on the morning ot 
September 14 he was called to the house 
nn Win Hi r op street, Roxbnry, occupied 
by a woman who he was later told was 
Mrs. Dean, to examine « young woman. 
He told Mrs. Dean that an immediate 
operation was necessary to save the girl's 
life. Complying with the request of Mrs. 
Dean he called Dr. Pettetec by telephone 
and secured his assistance. 
The opera- 


tion was performed upon the girl to savu 
her life he said. 


GAVE HIS BEST EFFORTS. 


Dr. McLeod said that ha discovered 


that an illegal operation had been per- 
formed on the young woman, making a 
second operation necessary. 
Everything 


that surgical skill could suggest was done 
for the patient and for four clays it ap- 
peared as if she would recover. On the 
fifth day, however, there were evidences 
of peritonitis, and the doctor concluded 
that the girl would die. He so advised 
Mrs. Dean and on the 
day following, 


(Tuesday, September 10) he learned that 
the patient was dead. He gave a detail- 
ed account of his movements on that day, 
which is the da}' on which the prosecu- 
tion claims the girl's body was dissected 
and declared: 


DENIES DISMEMBERMENT.

Census Statistics Show Unitnd States Behind 


Some European Countries. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 1.—One hun- 


dred and six persons out of 1,000 in the 
United States more than 10 years old 
are unable to write, according to the 
censxis bureau. This is equivalent 
to 


about one in ten. 


Of the native white population, only 


forty-six .out of every 1,000, or fewer 
than one in twenty; of the foreign born 
.vhites, 128 out of every 1,000, and of 
he negroes 445 out of every 1,000 are 
IHterate. 


Internationa! comparisons show that 


i most European countries illiteracy is 
nuch more prevalent than it IK here. 
The United States, however, is still far 
behind Germany, Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, Switzerland, 


Tile female sex is shown to be more 


illiterate than the male. The illiteracy 
for females is 112 to a 1,000, and for 
males, 101. 


In explanation of the fact that the 


girls have caught up with the boys, it is 
suggested thtit boys are less subject to 
parental control than girls. 


In the country the illiteracy among 


children is eighty-nine to a 1,000; in the j 
city, using this term to designate collcc- | 
lively cities of over 25,000 inhabitants, j 
it is only ten to a thousand.
